Many are familiar with the language 
uttered by General Garfield when he 
quelled a mob in New York, but to 
those who are not, the following may 
prove interesting: 

When the terrible news of the assas- 
sination of Lincoln was flashed over 
the wires to New York, a great crowd 
of eitizens, numbered by thousands, 
gathered around the Merchants’ Ex- 
change. One of the multitude indis- 
creetly proclaimed: “Lincoln ought to 
have been shot long ago.’’ An eye 
witness afterwards related the scene, 
how the spectators, their blood boil- 
ing, ’and with threats of vengeance, 
seized him. The prospect was that 
the office of the World, a disloyal 
journal, and some prominent sympa- 
thizers ‘ot the South, would be swal- 
lowed up in the raging sea of passion. 
A large man pressed his way to the 


steps of the building. Few knew him 


as he raised his right arm toward 
heaven, and, ia a clear, distinct voice, 
said: 7 

‘‘Fellow citizens: The clouds of 
darkness are around about Him. His 
position is the dark waters and thick 
clouds of ;the skies! Justice and 
judgment are the habitation of His 
throne. Mercy and truth shall go be- 
fore his face. Fellow citizens, God 
reigns, and the government at Wash- 
ington still lives!’ The speaker was 
General Garfield. The writer con- 
tinues: “As the boiling wave sub- 
sides and settles to the sea wher 
some strong wind beats it down, so 
the tumult of the people sank and be- 
came still. It wasa triumph of elo- 
quence, a flash of inspiration such as 
seldom comes from any .man, and to 
not more than one inacentury. Web- 
ster, nor Choate, nor Everett, nor 
Seward, ever reached it. The man 
for the crisis had come, and his 
words were more potent than Napo- 


leon’s guns at Paris.
